U.S. Summons Lewis, Owners to Confab 
Strike 
End Is 
Sought 


Washington, Oct. 5—(AP)—The 


government today called John L. 
Lewis and soft coal operators to a 
meeting Friday in an effort to end 
the three-week mine shutdown. 


Cyrus S. Ching, head of the 


federal mediation service, said the 
coal situation has "reached the 
place where it is approaching a 
crisis," that requires the interven- 
tion of his office. 


The operators are meeting with 


Lewis and his United Mine Work- 
ers negotiators at Bluefield and 
White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., 
but Chmg said a mere report of 
progress in those talks would not 
suffice to call off his Friday meet- 
ing here. 


Talks Encouraging 


Chmg said any report of prog- 


ress in the West Virginia talks 
would be "very encouraging," but 
"it would have to be very definite 
for him to drop his own call for an 
operator-union session. 


Dryly, Chmg remarked that he 


was not acting on the spur of the 
moment 
since contract 
negoti- 


ations have been underway for the 
south since May and for the rest 
of the industry since June. 


Chmg said that "although, there 


is a lot of coal at some points, 
even today some people are af- 
fected by the coal shutdown and 
the longer it goes the worse it 
gets." 


We're Mediators 


Asked 
if 
President 
Truman 


might use the emergency powers 
of the Tall-Hartley act to halt the 
coal strike, Chmg said "We're 
mediators."

however, that an emergency would 
arise in the coal strike before it 
would in the steel strike.

Some Vets to Get Insurance 
Dividends Around Christmas 


Washington, Oct. 5.—(AP)—The Veterans Administration may 


start paying the 52,800,000,000 GI insurance dividend before Christ- 
mas—at the rate of a million checks a week. 


As soon as the bulk of those 


payments is out of the way the 
agency will get to work on a sec- 
ond special dividend, the size of 
which has not yet been determined. 


Veterans Administrator Carl R- 


Gray, Jr., has ordered completion 
of the first dividend payment, to 
some 16,000,000 World War II vet- 
erans, by next June 30 if possible. 


The VA insurance section had 


expected to start the payments in 
January, on t 300,000-checki-t- 


day basis. But a spokesman told 
a reporter: 


"There is a possibility that we 


might start them before the first 
of the year. 


"We will go just as fast as we 


can, and if we can beat the Janu- 
ary deadline we will." 


About 12,000,000 veterans have 


applied for the dividend since ap- 
plication blanks became available 
Aug. 29. ,

Solution of Ford Might Be Pattern 


The avoidance of a strike in the plants of the Ford Motor 


Company is an achievement for which both management and 
union leaders deserve the nation's thanks. 


The final settlement of the contract dispute came after 


35 hours of continuous bargaining—and two hours after a 
strike deadline had been passed. Negotiations were marked 
by a strong determination on both sides to reach an agree- 
ment. It was an example that bargainers in other major 
industries would be wise to copy. 


In the last stages, the dispute revolved around a pension 


plan. In this respect it closely parallels the current con- 
trovrsies in steel and coal, since the Ford contract terms 
are patterned directly after the recommendations of Presi- 
dent Truman's fact-finding board in the steel case. 


The United Automobile Workers (CIO) agreed to a com- 


pany proposal to establish a pension fund that would allow 
Ford workers to retire at 65 with a total allotment of §100 
a month, including regular social security benefits. To 
finance the plan the company would contribute 8^4 cents an 
hour for each worker. 


Inasmuch as Ford already has set up a social insurance 


program calling for company contribution of I1/? cents an 
hour, the total now agreed upon equals exactly the 10-cent 
"package" urged by the fact-finders in the steel dispute. The 
Ford settlement calls for no contributions whatsoever by 
the workers themselves. 


It is this last principle—non-contributory pensions—that 


has so long stymied the steel negotiations. The steel com- 
panies believe no pension program is sound that does not 
call for some worker contribution. The union says such a 
contribution would amount to a wage reduction. 


There can be little doubt that the Ford agreement will 


set a pattern for the rest of the motor industry. The issues 
are similar in the union's bargaining with the Chrysler Cor- 
poration, where strike action has been approved but no 
walkout deadline fixed. 


If the Ford settlement does indeed show the way to a 


satisfactory solution for others, every American must desire 
that agreements be reached all down the line in the same 
spirit of reasonableness and determination which character- 
ized the negotiations in that case. 


Nothing would be more certain to upset resurging busi- 


ness in America than a wave of strikes. Some are already 
upon us. They need not have occurred had the principals 
met with the common will to find a workable answer.

over a 20-year period the operat- 
ing costs of the land fill method 
of disposal would be 100 per cent 
to 300 per cent greater than the 
operating costs of an incinerator. 


He quoted the Engineering News 


Record (a trade publication) as 
saying the land fill method is 
"attractive only to small cities 
unable to afford an Incinerator, 
or large cities constructing an in- 
cinerator." 


Mayos Hofmann said the incin- 


erator itself disposes of cans; that 
ashes could and would be used to 
fill in lowlands. 


m regards to the location of the 


incinerator, he said: 


"This1 council by a unanimous 


vote instructed a real estate man 
in Dixon to take an option on two 
or three pieces of property for an 
incinerator." 


He described a location along 


the Illinois Central tracks be- 
tween Fifth

street. 


•'The incinerator would take out 


an eyesore—weeds and trash—and 
replace it with a beautiful build- 
ing."

Gets Senate 
Confirmation 


Washington, Oct. 5 — (AP) — 


Backed by topheavy senate ap- 
proval, Judge 
Sherman Minton 


was expected today to take the 
oath of office promptly as a mem- 
ber of the United States Supreme 
court. 


The lawmakers approved his ap- 


pointment last night by a vote of 
48 to 16 after batting down a 
motion to send the nomination 
back to the judiciary committee. 


Minton, who will be 50 years 


old October 20, was named by 
President Truman to succeed the 
late Justice Wiley B. Rutledge. He 
takes to the court an eight-year 
record as a judge of the Seventh

Circuit Court of Appeals. 


Minton's confirmation came 


ter Senator Morse (R.-Ore.) failed 
on a 45 to 21 vote to send the ap- 
pointment back to committee with 
instructions to require testimony 
from the nominee.

New York—(NEA)—What can 


the world expect from Joseph Sta- 
lin now that Russia holds the 
atom bomb? Is he likely to use 
it? 


To find the answers to these 


questions, we need to know the 
kind of man he is. But no leader 
of current times is more com- 
pletely masked in mystery than 
Stalin. 


Nevertheless, a new effort to 


pierce that mask has just been 
made. Isaac Deutscher, a Polisn- 
born specialist in Russian affairs 
who writes for the British press, 
has written a comprehensive bi- 
ography that is being hailed as 
the most penetrating yet most ob- 
jective study of Stalin attempted 
thus far. 


What emerges is not a clearly 


etched portrait. Fundamentals ot 
his makeup remain hidden. But 
there are some clues to his char- 
acter that may help the world 
judge what Stalin may do. 


* 
* * 


As Deutscher pictures the Rus- 


sian dictator: 


He is above all a political boss, 


a master strategist, shrewd, prac- 
tical, ruthless, unbending in spirit. 
He is no intellectual firebrand, no 
great theorist of the Communist 
Revolution, as was Lenin. 


Stalin is a man of icy self-pos- 


session. In him is none of the im- 
pulsive, intuitive behavior of a 
Hitler. 


But like many a gifted politi- 


cian, Stalin is an opportunist. He 
changes the course of his policy 
to fit the circumstances of a time. 
He does not function from a set 
master plan in which all major 
details are determined in advance. 


In other words, what the rest 


| of the world does strongly affects 
what Stalin does. 
To millions 


who fear he may already have de- 
conflict that might exhaust both 
in this analysis—if it is sound. 


*

Like all opportunists, Stalin has 


made big mistakes and made them 
often. At the start of World War 


II he vastly overrated the strength 
and quality of the French army. 
On the other hand, he underated 
the striking power of Hitler's nazi 
legions. 
He of course was not 


alone in these particular errors. 


It is plain, too, that he genuine- 


ly hoped to keep Russia out of 
the war. 
He looked for a long 


conflict that might exhause both 
sides and leave his country free 
of invasion. 


Deutscher concludes it is im- 


possible to tell from the record 
whether Stalin preferred his 1939 
pact with Hitler to one he mignt 
have made with the western Eu- 
ropean powers. 


However that may be, Stalin 


strove hard to preserve his frag- 
ile friendship with Germany. He 
refused to believe the signs of the 
coming nazi invasion. Though he 
was preparing for it, he did not 
expect it when it occurred.

Once into the war, Stalin mus- 


tered all his indomitable will and 
strength to save Russia—and him- 
self. Says Deutscher: "He was in 
effect 
his 
own 
commander-in- 


chief, his own minister of defense, 
his own quartermaster, his own 
minister of supply, his own for- 
eign minister." 


He was no meddler in military 


strategy like Hitler. He operated 
as a calm, careful referee among 
his generals, leaving them room 
fo». experiment and independent 
judgment. 
But he made all the 


big decisions. 


These organizing and adminis- 


trative talents were the traits 
that lifted Stalin to prominence 
in the Communist party of revo- 
lutionary days. Under Lenin, he 
won ever higher posts until at 
last he had controlling power. 
Then he successfully outmaneuv- 
ered 
his party opponents and 


gradually built himself to a pin- 
nacle where others could not reach 
him. 


The fruits of unhridled power 


came to a man who had begun life 
as a cobbler's son in the southern 
part of Russia called Georgia. He 
was studying theology when first

Stalin, though long schooled as 


a party spokesman, has 
never 


risen above the dull and colorless 
as a public speaker and writer. 
No spellbinder, he has seemed to 
shrink from public contact. 
His 


soldiers in the field never saw 
him. 


Always since gaining despotic- 


power he has preferred to remain 
a sort of misty, impersonal, "Oiay 
eminence" standing in the Krem- 
lin surrounded by tha 
familiar 


symbols of his high station. 
His 


travels outside Russia have been 
limited to a few brief trips to 
nearby countries. 


Stalin's private life? 
Plain and 


austere. Deutscher says he knows 
of only one personal letter ever 
written by him. Though he twice 
was married, his passionate devo- 
tion to politics ruled out anything 
like a normal home existence. 


Not much to go on, all this, but 


it is from such frail evidence that 
the world's statesmen must try to 
gauge Stalin and keep him from 
using the great atomic secret he 
has learned.

"This is a practical move to-

Europe the same sort of free in- 
fruitful among the 48 states in 
our own country," the Foreign Aid 
chieftain asserted.

Nevertheless, the bill shows con- 


gress' thinking on social security. 
This story deals only with the old 
age and survivors insurance part 
of social security, and the workers 
covered by it. Millions aren't. 


The worker—when he quits at 


65 or older, he gets a pension 
based on his earnings during his 
covered years and the tax he paid. 


$45 Tops Now 


The most any retired worker 


can get now is around 5*5 a 
month, the least is $10. 


(If the bill became law, immedi- 


ately all those already on pension 
would get an increase but the 
most anyone could get \\ould be 
$64, the least $25. 


(But 
those going on pension 


after the bill became law. would 
receive a maximum of aiound $69. 
Slowly increasing year by year. 


after 40 years the maximum pay- 
ment for anyone would be $84.) 


The wife—. The wife of a pen- 


sioned worker gets for herself a 
pension one-half as large as her 
husband's when she reaches 65, 
but not until then. (The bill would 
not change this). 


$67.50 Top* For Two 


Since now the maximum for a 


retired worker is around $45, and 
his wife gets half, or $22.50, the 
most an over-65 couple can get 
under the present law is around 
$67.50. 


(Under the bill the maximum 


combined pension for an over-65 
couple would be around $103.50, 
figured his way: A maximum of 
$69 for him, plus one-half, or 
$34.50 for his wife.) 


The widow—under present law 


the widow of a pensioned worker

(The bill would leave that un- 


changed but adds this: At the 
time of his death the over-65 
widow additionally would get a 
lump-sum payment equal to her 
husband's p e n s i o n for three 
months.) 


No Pension 'Til 65 


If a pensioned worker's wife is 


under 65 she gets no pension her- 
self until she reaches 65 under 
present law. But she does get at 
the time of his death a lump-sum 
payment equal to his pension for 
six months. 


(Except for making the lump- 


sum payment in her case equal to 
his pension for three months, in- 
stead of the present six, the bill 
would make no changes.) 


Suppose a covered worker dies 


before reaching the pension age of 
65- What happens to his widow if 
she's under 65? She'll get: 


Benefit To Widows 


1. No pension until the reaches 


65 but then she'll get a pension 
equal to three-quarters of what his 
pension would have been. 


2. But she does get at the time 


of his death the same payment a 
pensioned worker's widow gets— 
both under the law and under the 
new bill. 


The widow with dependent chil- 


dien—.If a covered worker dies, 
befoie or after 65, and leaves a 
widow with one or more children 
under 18 years of age, then— 


Under present law she gets the 


lump-sum payment, plus three- 
quarters of her husband's pension 
rate, plus one-half his pension rate 
for each child under 18. The pay- 
ment for each child stops as each 
reaches 18. If the widow is under 
65 when the last child reaches 18, 
the three-quarters payment to her 
stops until she reaches 65. Then 
she gets .it- again.

Naval Brass 
Gets Chance 
To Air Views 


Washington, Oct. 5 — (AP) — 


Congress members mapped out a 
study today of why Navy brass ex- 
pressed concern for the country's

Louis Denfeld, 
chief of naval operations, without 
a definite starting date yet. Den- 
feld said the Navy wants to find 
out who made public the corres- 
pondence in which Denfeld and 
two other admirals expressed their 
views on unification of the armed 
forces. The letters were slipped to 
newsmen Monday by a Naval 
source who asked anonymity. 


Three Letters 


It was the subject matter of 


three letters—indicating deep con- 
cern over Navy morale under the 
existing army-navy-air force set- 
up—which drew the attention of 
the house committee. 


Rep. Arends (R -111 ) told a re- 


porter in advance of today's meet- 
ing that "any Naval official who 


feels he has a contribution to 
make regarding this problem in 
the interest of national defense 
should be heaid by the commit- 
tee."
